By this means, the o} can be moved 
back, leaving a place for the baptistry in the 
center of the pulpit instead of at one side, as 
it is now located. There will also be space 
for dressing ‘rooms, a pastor’s study, and 
special rooms for the various church soci- 
eties. 

It is a curious fact that the proposed 
addition will be supported on columns, its 
lowest floor being on a level with the audi- 
torium, since the driveway at the rear of 
the building used for many years by the 
Smith & Manning Co., has become a putlic 
way and cannot be closed.

“What’sina Name?” 


By MILDRED MARSHALL 


Facts about your name; its history; 
meaning; whence it was derived; sig- 
nificance; your lucky day, lucky jewel 


LUCINDA 


UCINDA is a Seventeenth century 

product. It is the romantic ver- 
sion of Lucy, a name borne by many 
noble ladies of that period, whom 
poetry preferred to address as Lu- 
cinda, under the impression that the 
latter was more pleasing and popular 
than the simple Lucy. 

Lucinda, of course, signifies light. 
Her origin is with the Latin word lux, 
meaning light, which gave rise to the 
favorite old Roman name Lucius, one 
horn at daylight, or one of fair com- 
plexion, as some translations would 
have it. 

The first feminine form which paved 
the way for the rise of Lucinda, was 
Lucia, This name belonged to a virgin 
martyr of Syracuse, whose name of 
light, being indicated by early paint- 
ers by a lamp or by an eye, led to the 
legend that her beautiful eyes had 
been put out. Santa Lucia was the 
patroness of Neapolitan fishermen, 
and her name was soon adopted by 
the Normans. 

The ‘daughter of the earl of Marcia 
was baptized Lucia in the time of Ed- 
ward the Confessor. France received 


| her as Lucie through the House of 


Blois. One Lucie, a sister of Stephen. 
was among those lost in the White 
ship. In England, Lucy was the fa- 
vorite form, until the affectation of 
the Seventeenth century produced Lu- 
cinda. 

Lucy Anne, another popular English 
version, had its counterpart in Italy in 
Luciana, and in France in Lucienne. 

The amethyst is Luey’s talismanic 
gem. It will safeguard her from dan- 
der and contagion, and has a sobering 
effect upon a frivolous or high-strung 
temperament.

Though a large part of 
Sweden lies within the Arctic circle, 
so clear are the skies that the heart 
of Lapland enjoys more hours of sun- 
shine than Rome or Madrid. Inciden- 
tally, Sweden is the oldest part of Eu- 
rope geologically.

by becoming more adept at the job than the 
others who worked with him. His rise to 
present eminence has been phenomenal, 
undoubtedly based upon his_ thinking 
powers, but, like many other self-made 
financiers, he does not tell us how he thought 
his way up the ladder. Thought is not 
something to be drawn from a pigeon-hole 
for use when required, nor is it a pill to be 
swallowed to relieve mental wandering. 

A famous logician has said that “Thought 
is the result of comparison.”” Only when we 
compare things which we know to be true, 
with other things which we know to be true, 
are we thinking in the correct sense of the 
word. The knowledge of fundamental facts 
is one step; linking them together to produce 
a thought is the other. There are certain 
basic truths of existence upon which all 
straight thinking is built. Erected upon 
these truths are other truths in many dif- 
ferent fields — including all of the profes- 
sions, arts, and trades. To become adept in 
one of these branches is to learn the truths 
which have a bearing upon that particular 
branch. When these By, le thoroughly, 


le | thinking follows almost as a matter of 


course. The greater the number of facts 
amassed, the greater the fuel for thinking.

Racapitulation 

The last year of the first quarter of the 
20th Century is at hand. Judging by 
all signs and omens, it has begun 
auspiciously. Business development 
and promising prosperity, scientific 
achievement, artistic accomplishment, 
philanthropic donations — all of these 
mark the exit of the Old and the 
entrance of the New Year. For the 
present, at least, the political unrest of 
the country has been quieted by an 
improvement in the economic situation 
and the election of a President who has 
the almost unanimous support of the 
people. 

One of the most important phases of 
general activity during the last year has 
been the widespread use and noticeable 
advancement in the use of the radio. 
We have had the radio-transmission of 
pictures and finger-prints, and the mass- 
singing of Christmas carols by radio- 
music. These things are significant 
because they represent a means for a 
greater understanding of common in- 
terests and ideals between the peoples 
of all nations. It is only on a basis of 
this understanding that a permanent 
peace could ever be realized or even 
approached.; Also man is a_ social 
being, and it is through the cultivation 
of his social tendencies that he widens 
his knowledge, environment, interests, 
and appreciations. The radio bids fair 
to aid him in this cultivation. 

There is another development of 
importance during the latter part of 
1924 which is not included in the above 
list, namely, the new attitude taken in 
the courts with regard to. criminal 


insanity, The notable instance which 
illustrates this change in viewpoint was 
brought out in the Leopold-Loeb case 
when, for the first time on record, 
scientific testimony as to the cause of 
crime was given consideration. 

The story is told of an old test for 
insanity in which the suspect was 
placed before a pail into which water 
was flowing from a spigot. He was then 
given a cup and told to dip from the 
pail until it was empty. ‘If he turned 
off the water before starting to dip, he 
was pronounced sane. ‘The trouble 
with ours past attitude towards crim- 
inals has been that we have left the 
water running. We have disposed of 
the criminals but we have not given 
serious consideration to the reasons for 
their misdeeds. Until active steps are 
taken to cure or prevent the growth of 
abnormal psychology in individuals, we 
cannot expect to see the jails less 
crowded with evil-doers. The Leopold- 
Loeb case showed a better realization of 
the problems confronting justice than 
had ever been shown before. The new 
year may bring further acknowledgment 
that crime is the result of the environ- 
ment and heredity of the individual; 
and more logical and scientific attempts 
at coping with the situation. 

These are by no means all of the 
improvements and advances of 1921. 
A detailed enumeration would be im- 
possible in these columns, but two of 
the more conspicuous ones of nation- 
wide interest have been touched upon, 
and the Townsman feels that these 
alone are enough to warrant optimism 
concerning 1925.

William III 
in his turn, brought in the note of 
Dutch formality with yew, box, and 
holly sculptured into bird and animal 
shapes or arranged to represent his 
royal initials; he formed rectilinear 
canals and did strange things with 
terrace and balcony, and fountains 
better designed (said Horace Wal- 
pole) “to wet the unwary than to re- 
fresh the panting spectator.” Hap- 
pily, nearly everything he did was 
afterward undone. 


Tools of Insect World 


Surpass Those of Man 


Most of the articles in that great 
chest of tools that man’s inventive 
genius has contrived were invented by 
the insect world before he fashioned 
the first, writes Ernest’ Bade, Ph. D., 
in Popular Science Monthly. More- 
over, man’s tools are usually inferior 
in precision and versatility. 

Saw, pliers, brushes, augers, hooks, 
hammers, knives, lancets—all of these 
and yet other tools are in the insects’ 
remarkable chest. Nature attached 
them to the insects’ bodies—to the 
legs, to the head, to the abdomen, 
wherever they were needed. They are 
made of chitin, a material that, unlike 
the metal tools of man, resists the 
action of water and the milder acids, 
The insect tool chest is truly complete, 
one of its wonders being the closeness 
of the resemblance of the articles It 
contains to the tools that man has 
been so long in fashioning.

| Massachusetts Farmers Don’t Marry 
for Land 


More than 73 per cent of the farmers in 
Massachusetts have acquired their acres by 
purchase not by marriage. Only 1.4 per cent 
are indebted to Cupid for their land, accord- 
ing to the Sears-Roebuck Agricultural 
Foundation, based on a survey prepared by 
the United States ent of ture. 
Tnheritance is responsible for around 23 per 
cent of the land transfers of the state. 

Massachusetts is a poor place for the 
land-eyed suitor. He will have exactly 
eight times better luck if he woos some 
farmer maid of Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, 
Illinois or Minnesota. In these five North 
Central states, called the “Farm by Mar- 
riage” group, the survey shows that an 
average of 8.4 per cent of the farm owners 
have taken a farm along with a wife. In 
Kentucky and Tennessee of the 845 farmers 
interviewed 5.9 took their farm at the wed- 
ding altar. 

For the United States as a whole, 3.3 of 
all American farmers fell heir to a farm by 
matrimony. Over 15 per cent of all farmers 
have acquired their farms by inheritance 
and 2.4 per cent in other ways, principally 
by, homesteading. :‘These percentages vary 
according to location and the type of farming. 

In ‘Texas among the 109 Jand owners 
interviewed the majority bought their 
lands; only 5.7 per cent acquired their 
farms by inheritance. In the five North 
Central States only 64.5 per cent of the 
farmers purchased their land. Western 
Nebraska still has many farms occupied by 
the original homesteaders. Over 19 per 
cent of the farm owners in one section of 
western Nebraska where these figures were 
gathered, stated they were the original 
homesteaders. On the 845 farms examined 
in Kentucky and Tennessee, involving @ 
total of 71,495 acres, 81.2 per cent of the 
owners had purchased, 12.3 per cent ac- 
quired possession by inheritance; less than 
one per cent by gift and none by homestead- 
ing.

WINS CHAMPIONSHIP 


Saylesville Loses to Waypoyset, Leaving 
Shawsheen Team at the Head of 
the League 


The Shawsheen soccer team are the win- 
ners of the National Soccer League champion- 
ship. This was decided Sunday when Sayles- 
ville lost to Waypoyset, by the score of 1 to 0.

Representative Town Meeting 

Nearly ninety years ago Alexis de Toc- 
queville-in the introduction-to his masterly 
book, ‘Democracy in America,” after having 
traced the history of democracy from its 
first inception down to his day and. genera- 
tion, noting how it overthrew the- feudal 
system, vanquished kings and more and 
more gave governmental powers into the 


hands of the people — after tracing this 
progress of human liberty he exclaimed: 
“The gradual development of the principle of 
equality is a providential fact. It has all the 
chief characteristics of such a fact: it 1s 
universal, it is durable, it constantly eludes 
all human interference and all events as well 
as all men contribute to its progress.” 
These are the words of a born aristocrat 
naturally biased in favor of royalty but whose 
keen analytic and philosophic mind coupled 
with a sincere desire for truth enabled him to 
look facts in the face. 

A knowledge of the history of human 
liberty in America as wrought out in govern- 
ment, laws, institutions and principles as they 
ramify throughout all our social, industrial 
and civic relations cannot fail to awaken, 
develop and maintain a jealous care for its 
preservation. Nowhere does human freedom 
find itself less fettered than in the old- 
fashioned town meeting. Here, in principle, 
is the earliest form of government in the 
world; here rich and poor, learned and ig- 
norant, refined and crude, Catholics, Protes- 
‘tants and Jews, White and Colored meet on 
common ground; here every man’s vote has 
equal power. Whatever distinctions separate 
class trom class in social life is left at the 
threshold of the town meeting house. It is 
here that we find the very fibre of our in- 
stitutions and the source from which springs 
our state and national government. Here 
was nurtured that public spirit in Massa- 
chusetts which defed the aggression of 
England in the Revolutionary War. Here, 
if anywhere, then, is the cradle of American 
liberty. 

To preserve an institution of such vital 
importance to human freedom as the town 
meeting the framers of our state constitution 


24 14 16|in,1779 threw about it every possible safe- 
21 16| guard. Later, however, it was found that 
3 15 16] the growth of some communities was such as 
16 16] to render impossible the gathering of all 


into any one meeting house. This was found 
true in Boston in the year 1820. when its 
inhabitatns numbered 40,000 and its legal 
voters numbered 7,000. Their town meeting 
was held in Faneuil Hall, but this could not 
acconimodate so many, consequently the teal 
business was transacted by a few who 
crowded about the moderator. Too fre- 
quently these were men wishing some 
special privilege at the expense of the tax- 
payers. Hence some change in this method 
of town government was found imperative. 
But according to legal authority no change 
whatever was permitted by the Constitution. 
This decision was rendered by Lemuel Shaw, 
the chief justice and ably supported by such 
a keen lawyer as Daniel Webster. ‘The 
Constitution as it stands,” said the chief 
justice, “requires a form of town govern- 
ment not adapted to the condition of a 

rosperous town. It provides that the in- 
Gantants shall meet and the votes be given 
in open town meeting. These provisions 
render it impossible that the voters shall 
meet together in one body be they few or 
many. What is the remedy?’’ 

This remedy was finally provided by the 
second amendment of the State Constitution 
which gqve. to the General Court power to 
permit the towns in Massachusetts to form a 
representative form of town meeting but 
only when so requested by the town. The 
initial move for any change from the old- 
faspioned town meeting must, in every case, 
come from the towns themselves, never from 
the General Court. Under the Constitution 
as thus amended it would seem that Andover 
had but to petition the legislature for a 
representative form of town government to 
secure such a form. But to make sure of 
this, before any move was taken to bring the 
people together to consider the change in our 
own form of town government, inquiry was 
made at the State House concerning the con- 
stitutionality of such a change. Here the 
Constitution was consulted and the decision 
rendered to the inquirer was that while any 
change from the present town meeting to a 
city form of government could be granted 
only to towns containing 12,000 inhabitants, 
no such restriction was imposed where the 
change contemplated was to a form short of a 
city, government. Thus, authoritatively 
assared of the constitutionality of our con- 
templated action, the Chamber of Com- 
merce called the citizens together to consider 
the advisability of making such a change. 
But at this meeting we were told by Mr. 
Baker, the speaker, that the General Court 
was powerless to act upon any petition of 
ours till our inhabitants numbered 12,000 
or till the Constitution was further amended. 

It now appears that the General Court, 
being in doubt touching this matter, re- 
cently requested the Supreme Court to pass 
judgment upon it. Their judgment is that 
the amendment to the Constitution pro- 
vided for a change in town government re- 
stricts this change to towns only that have 
12,000 inhabitants. Since Andover’s u- 
lation is some 10,000 only no change in her 

form of town meeting is therefore legal and 
cannot become legal till the Constitution is 
further amended. A Bill is now before the 
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legislature for such an amendment. — 

Had the State House authorities made 
known this fact at the time of inquiry we 
would have been saved the surprise oc- 
casioned by the pronouncement by Mr. 
Baker. ; 

But while no change in the outward form 
‘of our‘own town government is possible for 
a while, a change in its present legislative 
function is both possible and imperative. 
If the same body of men who came together 
the other evening to listen to Mr. Baker on 
town government would pledge themselves 
to be at our coming town meeting their very 
presence would dam up the flood of ill-con- 
sidered, ill-digested and unreasonable pro- 
posals that are sure to find their way into our 
next town warrant. Most earnestly do I 
urge their attendance. My appeal is not to 
their pocketbook but rather to their sense of 
civic duty. ‘‘England e ts every man to 
do his duty” said Lord Nelson at Trafal; ar, 
Surely Andover expects no less of her 
citizenry. ;
